Anyone Lose 
their Keys? 


ver the past few months I’ve been traveling quite a bit, including 
to ISC West in Las Vegas in April, and to the SHDA Conference 
in Nashville in May, and as most of us in the security industry do, 
I am constantly looking at the security products and protocols 
in place at the various places I visit. Whether it is the airport, the 
hotel, the restaurants - and yes even on the Concord Coach bus 
I took to Logan Int'l Airport - I can’t help but look to see what is 
being used for locks, cameras, credentials, tickets, you name it! 

Starting with the bus and plane tickets, we are presented 
with mobile-friendly, app-driven options where you can save 
your bus ticket and boarding pass on your phone or digital wal- 
let (although I see many still print these), as well as get updates 
on your flights, which for me recently has been mostly 
bad news. For one trip I received a “ping” sound from my 
phone around 2 a.m. letting me know my 6 a.m. flight had 
been cancelled ... and then another one 5 minutes later letting me 
know that I had been rebooked on a later flight. While the flight 
delay was inconvenient, I appreciated not going to the airport at 
4a.m. to find this important info out, which is what happened to 
one poor gentleman I spoke to who told me he still likes to do the 
old-fashioned printing of the boarding pass. I get it. 

And again, at the hotel you can check in and access your 
room with a phone app, but most people still want that proxim- 
ity card in their hand, according to the hotel staff. Again, I get 
it. We are at that stage with mobile credentials and electronic 
access control where the early adopters have paved the way for the 
rest of us, whether we like it or not. At many colleges and univer- 
sities, it is mobile everything, and they are the future as they say. 

Which brings me back to that Concord Coach bus I took to 
Logan. At one point before we left, the driver stood up with a 
big ring of keys in his hand, asking, “Anyone lose their keys?” 
I don't know why this struck me as so odd, but for most of my 
trips the kind of announcements I was hearing usually involved 
someone leaving a bag or their phone or laptop behind. What was 
interesting, though, is how much ofa stir this question caused as 
most of the people on the packed bus started checking for their 
keys, with some getting up to inspect close-up the ones the driver 
was dangling. 

And while electronic access control, mobile access (see page 
24) and biometric options (see page 34) are beginning to become 
more ubiquitous, that scene on the bus confirmed that keys aren't 
going away anytime soon. HB

PASS school safety guidelines recommend 
electronic access control and indicator locks 


irst established in 2014, the Partner Alliance for 
Safer Schools (PASS) brings together expertise from 
the education, public safety and industry communi- 
ties to develop and support a coordinated approach 
to making effective use of proven security practices 
specific to K-12 environments, and informed 
decisions on security investments. 

PASS is led by a multidisciplinary 
team of volunteers, supported by the 
PASS Advisory Council representing 
partners from the public and private 
sectors. PASS leadership is tasked with: 

e Building relationships across the edu- 
cation, public safety and industry com- 
munities in support of the PASS mission 

e Ensuring the PASS Safety and Security Guide- 
lines for K-12 Schools and related tools and 
resources are up to date and informed by appro- 
priate subject matter expertise and reflect best 
practices specific to K-12 environments

As PASS Advisory Board Chair Guy 
Grace points out, controlling access 
to school buildings is fundamental to 
securing the school environment. “What 

were recommending is considering elec- 
tronic access control on more of your doors 
to expand your building operations and your 
daily school-business continuity, but also to 
facilitate emergency access in a more organized way,’ 
he explains. 

While access control can consist of both 
mechanical and electronic systems, PASS rec- 
ommends that a limited number of key-operated 
openings should be provided to allow access to 
different areas of the property, parking lot, and 
building from the exterior if alternate access to 
the building is required. 


“Electronic access control is a preferred 
approach, as electronics allow control 
to specific openings at specific times,” 
says Grace, noting that emergency access 
through a card or credential device should 
be provided at multiple locations around 
the building, or at property and parking 
lot perimeters if secured, to ensure rapid 
access. “Districts should provide access 
credentials to all emergency responders. 
One way this could be accomplished is by 
issuing all area law enforcement officers 
a key card or key fob that would access 
the currently installed card readers. Many 
school districts have found issuing law 
enforcement credentials to be very valu- 
able in helping in the response to emer- 
gencies on campuses. With that in mind, 
I would recommend that as card readers 
are replaced or updated that a mobile 
credential capability is considered” 


Classroom Locks 
Whether mechanical or electronic locks 
are installed at classroom, shelter in place 
or interior openings, interior doors should 
comply with appropriate locally enforced 
building codes for new educational occu- 
pancies, existing educational occupancies, 
new day care occupancies, existing day 
care occupancies, new business occupan- 
cies, existing business occupancies and the 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA), 
according to latest PASS guidelines, which 
recommend that school administrators 
work with local life safety experts to deter- 
mine code compliance related to securing 
classroom/interior doors. 

While many types of mechanical and 
electronic locks are available, PASS notes 
that certain functionality is essential for 
classroom doors (and other shelter in 
place doors) from a safety and security 
standpoint, including: 

e Classroom locks should be lockable 
from the inside of the room. 

e Any lock shall allow keyed or elec- 
tronic access from the corridor side 
for access by authorized personnel 
without a special tool or knowledge. 

e Electronic access doors shall have a 
key override from the corridor side. 

e Any lock shall always allow free egress 
from the inside of the room with one 
releasing operation. 


¢ Locks should ideally have a visual 
indicator so that the condition of the 
lock (locked or unlocked) is visible 
from inside the room. 

Note: Code-compliant conversion kits 
that retrofit existing locks with a visual 
indicator are an affordable means to com- 
ply with this recommendation, PASS notes. 


SAFETY AND SECURITY 
GUIDELINES 


for K-12 Schools 


>> The Partner Alliance for Safer Schools 
is now on its 6th edition of Safety and 
Security Guidelines for K-12 schools, and 
are constantly providing new updates and 
resources. 


“Having the ability of all the occupants 
to be able to lock that door is actually a 
critical piece now,’ says Grace. “And the 
other one, a new component, is the visual 
indicators on locks. Now that’s a life sav- 
er, and that’s also a culture enhancement 
within the schools. So, when we look at 
the indicator locks, that’s a Tier 2 now in 
our PASS guidelines, so our recommen- 
dations are for K-12 to look at obtaining 
locks with visual indicators.” 

He continues, “I will point out that 
anything that we're recommending here 
is going to be expensive, but if this is 
done right, these are going to last gen- 
erations and generations of kids. You 
see a lot of our K-12 schools asking for 
these visual indicators because it really is 
about empowerment and it’s also peace 
of mind every day to have those locks 
with visual indicators.” 


Unified Security 

Many schools are moving toward unify- 
ing all life safety systems, as these systems 
are being used daily within the school and 
classrooms and not just for an emergency. 

“When you look at all of these com- 
ponents and these recommendations, 
it’s quite evident that these are founda- 
tional components,” says Grace. “Our 
next recommendation is that ability of 
having unified life safety systems ... your 
lockdown, your mass notification, your 
video surveillance, your public address, 
your first-responder, your real time loca- 
tion services, for example” 

And when there is an emergency, 
these systems are already in place and 
tested and part of the school’s everyday 
culture. “Whatever is going on in there 
— we are moving toward that ability to 
have all of that technology unified in 
that way to get real time tactical infor- 
mation about what is going on, where the 
location is, and getting into facilitating 
a speedier access to these incidents is 
critically important,” Grace explains. 
“Because when first responders look at 
these school maps, for example, when 
they come to an incident, it could be 
very perplexing, especially when you 
get into larger facilities.” 

Now with mobile access, he adds, “It 
is that ability to get into these schools 
quickly and efficiently using location 
services and strategic access points and 
cut down on that response time, but also 
the ability to segregate or localize an 
attack. So, what you have done is you've 
stopped or deterred, or delayed an adver- 
sary from getting to different areas in 
that school. 

“When you're doing this, you’re 
tactically cutting down your response 
time for a medical emergency or first- 
responder emergency. So that unifica- 
tion piece is a big takeaway because you 
can't only do this on the access control 
side, you must do this with the other 
technologies that schools are buying as 
well - the video management system, 
mass notification, as we discussed — it’s 
all those technologies working together” 

Grace adds that it is “absolutely crit- 
ical” that first responders can get into 
the school, not just through one point,

but through multiple points. “I think 
those are the critical access control pieces 
that we take from this - the function- 
ing of the school - when an emergency 
happens, we now have different ways to 
control your access.” 

Many bigger schools and campuses 
are also setting up security operations 
centers, with states like Texas looking 
at adding them state-wide. 

“T think that that’s important, and as 
we look at school districts with more 
than 7,000 students, you see a lot of 
them are creating security operations 


eal

centers like what we had in Littleton, 
notes Grace. “If we look at Texas, they 
are building security operations cen- 
ters for all their regions, with many of 
those school districts building their own 
security operations centers, so when we 
look at this, everything that we're talking 
about is unified.” 

As an industry, Grace says we need to 
continue to empower all stakeholders in 
those K-12 schools. 

“We are trying to provide all those 
occupants with the options that they 
need to know to be able to deal with 


emergencies daily,’ he says. “We need to 
continue to work on that empowerment 
piece and develop those in schools as 
well as anything that we can do to edu- 
cate those kids and those teachers on 
doing the right things in these different 
emergencies or situations. There is a lot 
to address, but when you give people 
confidence it goes a long way toward 
their overall preparedness and mental 
health, whether that be your techno- 
logical implementations, or defining 
your human roles and processes and 
implementations.” ff 


Tips for Creating an Effective Lockdown Drill 


reating a lockdown drill procedure 

requires careful and thoughtful 

planning. It is crucial to consider 
the possible effects of drills on the mental 
well-being of students and teachers. “Mak- 
ing any drill an educational experience for 
the staff, students, and community is im- 
portant,” says Grace. “Students should be 
empowered to know what to do.” 


New PASS 

recommendations include: 
Notify Parents in Advance 
Transparency is key. Parents should 
be informed well in advance about 
upcoming drills, so they can discuss 
the process with their children. 


Test Systems When Schools Are Closed 
Regularly test schools’ communication 
systems, alarms, and security measures 
during breaks or when schools are 
closed. This helps to ensure these sys- 
tems’ proper functionality and identify 
any issues that need addressing. It is 
essential to check that the door lock 
and sensor monitoring systems are ful- 
ly functional and that the emergency 
messaging systems are correctly set up. 


Offer Multiple Strategies/Scenarios 

It is important to note that students and 
staff may not always be in their class- 
rooms or behind closed doors during 


their busy school days. Remember, 
during an active threat situation, the 
natural human reaction is to be startled, 
feel fear and anxiety, and even experi- 
ence initial disbelief and denial. Know- 
ing your options provides the means to 
regain your composure, recall at least 
some of what you have learned, and 
commit to action. 

There are four consistent basic 
options that you can utilize: shelter, 
evade, defend, and care. During an 
active threat situation, individuals rare- 
ly have all the information they need to 
make a fully informed decision about 
which option is best. While they should 
follow the plan and any instructions 
given during an incident, they often 
must rely on their judgment to decide 
which option will best protect lives. 

Therefore, it is necessary to teach 
them additional strategies beyond 
just sheltering in a classroom. For 
instance, they should be taught what 
to do when an active threat arises 
in other areas of the school, such as 
bathrooms, cafeterias, or hallways. In 
addition, during a lockdown drill at an 
elementary school, staff and students 
should be given scenarios for recess 
so they can learn how to leave school 
grounds safely. 

Based on the information that the 
students and staff have, evacuation 
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strategies should be drilled as one of 
the option-based strategies. Ensuring 
that students and staff know how to 
evacuate in an active threat situation, 
where the reunification points are, and 
what to do once reaching a unification 
point empowers students in an active 
threat situation. 


Keep Drills Simple 

and Age Appropriate 

Drill procedures should be simple and 
easy to follow. A well-understood plan 
that is easy to follow will lead to a more 
effective response. Remember that it 
is important to tailor the drills to be 
age-appropriate, balancing the need 
for preparedness with sensitivity to 
the students’ developmental stage. Safe 
and Sound Schools offers guidance on 
understanding students’ development 
levels, which can help craft an age-ap- 
propriate drill procedure. 


Make It an Educational Experience 
Transform drills into educational 
opportunities by discussing the impor- 
tance of preparedness, the rationale 
behind each action (like shutting off 
lights, staying quiet and out of view, 
and responding to law enforcement), 
and everyone's responsibility.

Visual indicators on classroom doors, 
like the Schlage mortise, cylindrical and 
deadbolt visual indication trims, can pro- 
vide valuable peace of mind in quickly 
knowing whether the door is locked. 
In an emergency, this can save precious 
time and help prevent confusion or panic 
when trying to secure the classroom. The 
new indicators have larger windows and 
better visibility from afar. If students and 
teachers can glance at the door and see 
that it is locked, they may feel safer and 
more able to focus on learning. 

Physical security solutions that abide 
by codes and best practices can also help 
create a sense of security for stu- 
dents and teachers. Understand- 
ing why and how a door should 
be locked, especially in an emer- 
gency, can empower students to 
help keep their classroom safe. 

Understanding and applying 
the proper solutions and their | 
functions is imperative for the 
safety of a classroom. According 
to the Final Report of the Sandy Hook 
Advisory Commission, a shooter has 
never breached a locked door. In this 
case, grade 1 commercial locks with a 
classroom security function or office/ 
entrance function are recommended, 
as they lock from the inside with a key 
or a push button/thumb turn, and do 
not require the user to step out into the 
hallway to lock the door. 

A lock with a storage room function 
can also be used. However, it’s crucial to 
understand that sometimes staff will cir- 
cumvent this function by using magnets 
to keep the door unlatched for conve- 
nience. In case of emergency lockdown, 
the door must be opened to remove the 
magnet, increasing the potential for dan- 
ger or a possible intruder to breach the 
classroom. If this function is preferred, 
it is imperative to communicate this to 
school faculty. 

Assembly areas sometimes serve as 
classrooms too. They need to be able to 
lock down just like regular classrooms. 
However, due to the larger size, many 
of them have code requirements that 
include panic hardware (also known 


Gs; 


as exit devices). Some models of panic 
hardware also come with visual indica- 
tors or can be retrofitted to include them. 
It's important that indicators in these 
areas can be easily seen from farther 
away than in a smaller classroom setting. 

Each of these recommendations and 
practices integrate naturally with the 
environment of the classroom. They 
don’t intrude or interfere with day-to- 
day activities, or make students and 
teachers think about being vulnerable 
when they see them.

School security should represent and 
foster a community of inclusivity, diver- 
sity and safety for all. 

Over the past several years, some 
schools have been hardened to the point 
where they look and feel like prisons and 
institutions, often due to design or the 
security solutions chosen. 

It’s important to recognize that the 
physical environment of a school plays 
a significant role in shaping the experi- 
ences and attitudes of those within it. 
When schools are designed to mimic 
prisons, it can create a negative atmo- 
sphere that affects the overall mood, 
motivation and sense of belonging for 
students and teachers alike. This can lead 
to a range of issues such as decreased 
engagement, increased stress levels and 
a lack of enthusiasm for learning. 

The actions schools take to enhance 
safety often do not align with the mea- 
sures that make students feel safer. For 
instance, implementing security mea- 
sures such as metal detectors, gates, and 
high fences may not necessarily contrib- 
ute to a sense of safety among students.

When students are required to walk 
through metal detectors or see devices 
used to barricade classroom doors, it can 
have a counterproductive effect on their 
perception of safety. Instead of feeling 
protected, these measures can serve as 
constant reminders of potential threats 
and vulnerabilities. The presence of such 
security measures can create a sense of 
unease, reminding students that their 
safety might be at risk. 

By shifting the focus from visible 
security measures to implementing evi- 
dence-based, proven solutions, while 
fostering a supportive and nurturing 
environment, schools can create spaces 
where students feel secure, valued and 
empowered to thrive academically and 
emotionally. 


Key Takeaways 

While physical safety measures are 
important at schools, psychological 
safety should not be overlooked. Stu- 
dents need to feel a sense of belonging, 
the ability to express themselves and the 
knowledge that their ideas are valued. 

Creating a safe and secure classroom 
environment supports that emotional 
well-being. When recommending class- 
room locks, features that adhere to best 
practices like visual indicators can help 
provide a balance of security and valu- 
able peace of mind.

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Are Your Door 
Openings Secure? 


Initiative by the Door and Safety Foundation and 
DHI seeks standards for levels of building security 
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nlike locks and door hardware, there are no hard 
and fast standards for building openings. As a result, 
several security organizations have formed a task 
force to make recommendations, based on a risk 
matrix that weighs probability and consequences. 
These apply to both commercial and school and 
university buildings and are supported by the Part- 
ner Alliance for Safer Schools (PASS). 


3 Levels of Secure Openings 

Level 1: Basic. Openings are flush and may or may 
not have a visible glass area within the door. They 
are securely latched, locked, and have some form of 
controlled or monitored access, either mechanical 
or electronic. When monitoring is used, monitoring 
should cover the door position within the opening 
and the latch position. 

Level 2: Intermediate. Openings are flush or 
have a visible glass area within the door. They are 
securely latched, locked, and have some form of 
electronic access control and monitored access. At 
a minimum, monitoring will cover door position 
within the opening and latch position. 

Level 3: High. Openings are flush or have a vis- 
ible glass area within the door. They are securely 
latched, locked, and swing out. The doors are made 
of UL-rated construction for bullet resistance with 
appropriate core material and glazing, if applicable. 
They have some form of electronic access control 
and monitored access. Ata minimum, monitoring 
must cover the door position and latch position. 


Perimeter Security 

Primary Entrance Openings. The main ingress and 
egress points of a structure are the areas around its 
perimeter where visitors enter and exit the building. 
It is recommended that access through these points 
be controlled and monitored. 

Secondary Openings. These additional entrance 
options around the perimeter of a structure that 
serve as ingress and egress points for traffic into and 
out of a building for special circumstances or events. 
During normal operations, these openings serve 
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>» School opening; standard exists for locks but not for 
openings 
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as emergency egress locations and should never 
be automatically unlocked on a timed schedule. 
Tertiary Openings. Theee openings provide 
egress only, not to be used as an entrance. It is 
recommended that these doors and areas beside 
the door openings do not contain glass or glazing 


Interior Openings 

Basic level. The opening is flush and may or may 
not have a visible glass area within the door. It is 
latched by means of mechanical hardware. 

Intermediate level. The opening is flush and may 
or may not have a visible glass area within the door. It 
is latched and includes an electronic latching device 
with remote locking capability. For basic and inter- 
mediate levels, monitoring of the door position and 
latch position is strongly recommended. 

High level. The opening is flush and may or may 
not have a visible glass area within the door. It is 
latched and includes a networked online access 
control system with remote locking capability. 

In addition to the security levels listed, best prac- 
tices for the highest degree of security include video 
surveillance and active communication functions 
at the secure opening.

can be as good-looking as it is reassuring and 
essential. Lock designs like these are simple to 
engage, empowering students and staff to ensure 
rooms are secure.

School colors, emblems, and mascot graphics 
are fairly standard for most K-12 and university 
settings. But they can also be extended to doors, 
customized door levers and pulls, and graphics 
for security glass films.

Commercial-grade, prefinished steel doors for 
classrooms and school entrances come in standard 
as well as custom colors to match a school’s brand. 
Metal doors and frames can also be customized with 
wood grain finishes to make openings feel warmer 
and more inviting. Many are also STC-rated to 
minimize sound transmission and include vision 
panels with the option of attack-resistant School 
Guard Glass™ to delay intruders from entering. 


The Beauty of Glass 

Glass, in general, has long been a favorite material 
of architects and designers for many years. In K-12 
and higher education environments, it brings a 
sense of openness that helps promote well-being 
and communication. Increased daylighting and 
visibility connect students to others, nature, and 
the experiential environment, which can improve 
learning, behavior, and test scores. However, along 
with the benefits of glass come concerns about its 
potential safety and security attributes.

Surveys have found that most K-12 schools, for 
instance, have not hardened the glass on exterior 
door vision panels and sidelites, particularly those 
used at key entrances - an intruder’s most likely first 
target. Unreinforced glass in those doors and win- 
dows can be the weakest link and easily breached. 

Installing attack-resistant School Guard Glass 
is one option for addressing these vulnerabilities. 
Security window films are also an alternative and 
likely a lower cost retrofit solution for schools. 

In the latest edition of the PASS Safety and Secu- 
rity Guidelines for K-12, the Tier 1 Architectural 
Component under the Building Perimeter Layer 
section specifies that “Security window film at 
least 14 millimeters thick (350 microns) should 
be installed on all exterior door vision panels and 
sidelites. Security film serves to deter or delay the 
ability of an attacker to breach a doorway using 
a firearm or other tool/weapon, in addition to 
limiting injuries from glass shards resulting from 
a blast, fire, accident, natural disaster or severe 
weather event. This type of solution can be retrofit- 
ted within most commercial window systems and 
incorporated into insulating glass units.” 

There are renowned brands of industry tested 
security film products on the market. Installed 
and anchored properly on the inside surface of 
glazing, they can be extremely effective in buying 
the extra precious minutes needed for law enforce- 
ment to respond and students, teachers, and staff 
to shelter in place. No safety and security film is 
bullet proof but the higher the product's tier level 
rating and tear resistance, the longer it holds and 
more difficult and discouraging it is to breach a 
glazed entrance. 

One-way, reflective film products installed on 
lower classroom windows also offer a layer of dis- 
couragement by preventing intruders from seeing

in while still allowing occupants to clearly see out. 
Graphics film treatments are another option that 
blocks the view from outside. They also create an 
opportunity for aesthetic branding and mottos that 
project school spirit in a positive way. 

Wayfinding colors are another extra touch that’s 
visually appealing and provides a simple, safe way 
to guide students to activity and academic areas as 
well as critical egress points. They can also be used 
to reinforce school colors or as a box of crayon 
theme to simply brighten up interiors. 

Some schools and institutions might even 
choose to include customized finishes and 
embossed textures or school emblems on han- 
dles, pulls, and other door hardware to reflect a 
school’s character and specializations.

As an example, the Yale Peabody Museum of Nat- 
ural History recently re-opened after a multi- 
year renovation and expansion. As part of the 
re-design, Centerbrook Architects & Planners 
wanted customized door handles and pulls that 
reflected the essence of the museum - something 
that would feel organic, weighty, and substantial 
yet fit a hand naturally and make visitors think 
“that’s a Peabody door handle.” 

Adding extra design features, whether subtle or 
bolder, can go along way in creating a more pleasant, 
intriguing, and enjoyable learning experience while 
also helping to increase safety as well as privacy. !

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Is the Phone 
Winning the Battle 
of Credentials? 
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New report from HID explores drivers and barriers 


or the longest time, security professionals have been 
coming up with new ways to do what the key has 
been doing for centuries — locking or unlocking 
a door. But now, in addition to allowing or deny- 
ing access, they are providing more convenience, 
enhanced features and control around the door, 
whether it is an audit trail, video verification, adding 
or removing a credential, or allowing electronic 


access control management from an on-premises 
operations center or cloud-based analytics platform 
that can be accessed remotely. 

The ubiquity of mobile devices makes them a 
natural fit for extended identity applications, and 
the incremental adoption of mobile ID continues, 
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with 72% of respondents calling out mobile identity 
as a top 3 trend, according the latest findings from 
the HID 2024 State of the Security Industry Report, 
which gathered responses from 2,600 partners, end 
users, and security and IT personnel worldwide, 
across a range of job titles and organization sizes 
representing more than 11 industries. 

Looking closer, two-thirds of organizations (64%) 
reported some level of mobile ID deployment, with 
that number expected to increase to 79% within 
the next five years. In addition, the survey found 
that industry partners are optimistic in their out- 
look, stating that 94% of their customers will have 
deployed mobile IDs in the next five years. 
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Electronics & Access Control 


While the phone has made incredible 
strides in the past few years in terms of 
providing keyless-access options, there 
are still some barriers to widespread 
adoption as the technology moves from 
the home, where it is firmly rooted, into 
small businesses and enterprise-size 
corporations that have begun a digital 
transformation. This cloud-, mobile-first 
mentality is sending a seismic change to 
the way end users look at access control. 

Even though mobile ID adoption is on 
the rise, there is still a perceived need for 
physical identity cards in some sectors, 
with 46% of end users saying they need 
a visible image on their ID badge, and 
59% of industry partners reporting their 
customers also have this requirement, 
according to the report. But, as research- 
ers note, this tends to be industry-spe- 
cific: For example, high numbers of end 
user respondents in government (25%), 
healthcare (27%), transportation (29%) 
and hospitality (26%) say the need for 
their ID to remain visible at all times 
impacts their use of mobile IDs. 


Breaking Down Barriers 

Despite some of the barriers mentioned 
above, mobile ID continues to gain trac- 
tion in many industries, with 59% of 
respondents saying it’s more convenient 
for users, 45% lauding its added security 
and 35% saying it’s more convenient for 
administrators. Diving deeper, compa- 
nies with more than 50% mobile cre- 
dential deployments will see significant 
growth over the next 5 years. Looking at 
what percentage of their physical access 
control (PAC) credentials are mobile 
IDs, the rate will go from 4% currently 
to 18% in 5 years. And for companies 
with more than 70% mobile credential 
deployments, those numbers will go 
from 10% currently to 21% in five years. 

Bevan Hayes, business strategy direc- 
tor, mobile, HID Physical Access Control 
Solutions (PACS), says momentum con- 
tinues to build around the use of these 
devices in support of identity. 

“For example, in North America, 
we are going to see an increase from 
4% to 18% in the next five years and 
that’s because we've been able to, and 
the market in general has been able 


to address some of the challenges, 
such as inconsistency, and emergence 
of the digital wallet comes to mind,” 
notes Hayes. “To be able to use the 
same modality as you do for payment 
brings that trust. It's also the fact that 
as a user, I have control because it’s in 
my digital wallet versus potentially a Big 
Brother app, so that starts to help build 
that trust as well. And then because we 
work directly with the mobile phone 
providers, we get access to capabilities 
that you wouldn't have otherwise.” 


{ | 
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Hayes points out that power reserve 
mode or low battery mode in these 
wallets also help with the conundrum 
that existed in the past when someone's 
phone battery died and they could not 
get into a building or their dorm room, 
for example. “In the past that could have 
been a scary situation,” he explains. “But 
now you can still gain access for about 
5 hours, so you can have a blank screen 
and still use the phone” 

Another inconsistency that has been 
addressed is the use of NFC technology 
by both Apple and Google, so the user 
experience is the same and frictionless 
across the board. “So, it’s that same 
tap-use case that you would have for 
a transit, tickets, payment, or entry for 
example,” he notes.

Aiding in mobile’s rise within security 
is the ability to add or remove credentials 
as needed, providing greater flexibility 
and control for end users. 

“In the new ecosystem where we 
have a wallet deployed, one can log 
into their iCloud account, for exam- 
ple, and actually say I lost my phone, 
and it goes and decommissions or 
pulls the credential from the access 
control system,” Hayes explains. “So, 
you can instantaneously shut down 
access versus the world of a physical 


card where you have your picture on 
it and potentially your company name, 
and there's this potential big delay and 
security vulnerability” 

Moreover, the report confirms what 
HID has been tracking for some time now 
as many SMB and enterprise-level compa- 
nies look to simplify access control. “Over 
the next few years, it is going to accelerate 
because we've gone past the pure-play 
early adopters,” says Hayes. “We've had 
a lot of people test it and now were see- 
ing a significant amount of expansion in 
accounts and it’s not just the tech com- 
panies. We're seeing big expansion in 
corporate real estate and big expansion 
and rollouts in higher education - even 
banks and other types of entities that were 
risk adverse in the past.” 
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He continues, “We're seeing success 
in the more complicated environments 
like corporate real estate or entities that 
have more than one location, as well as 
traction from the global 2000 or Fortune 
100 organizations that would typically be 
pretty risk adverse because of their scale 
and scope of operations but are now going 
through a sort of digital transformation” 

Researchers point out that organizations 
are steadily upgrading legacy hardware in 
favor of multi-tech readers that can han- 
dle both plastic and mobile device-based 
credentials. Moreover, mobile devices are 
increasingly used to support multi-factor 
authentication (MFA) and other use cases 
across the network security landscape. 

“Mobile ID authentication can iden- 
tify a mobile phone user, reliably and 
securely, through a greatly simplified 
user experience, reducing friction for the 
user without compromising security,’ the 
Mobile Technology Alliance notes in the 
HID report. “Applications in payments, 
government identity, and access control 
are likely just the beginning ofa long list 
of services to be securely simplified via 
mobile identity authentication” 

Three key takeaways to increased 
adoption from the report: 

« End users appreciate the convenience 
that comes with authenticating them- 
selves via a device they already carry. 

« Administrators find it easier to man- 
age identity and valuable data via 
smart devices and software. 

¢ Mobile devices are less likely to be lost 
or stolen, and their built-in security 
safeguards mean that even if they are 
misplaced, one’s identity likely won't 
be compromised. 


Securing and Leveraging Data 
As the phone continues to gain trust 
around its security, Hayes says this could 
be the final piece — to go with the conve- 
nience factor - that helps mobile solutions 
gain even more traction within security. 
“The phone is really secure to the point 
where if we look at it from that initial use 
case of losing the phone versus losing a 
physical card - there’s a value that we 
can put around the reduction of risk, 
he points out. “But then we also look 
at encryption and horsepower on the

phone, which can do several things 
around confirming that a person's where 
they say they are or who they say they 
are, because we can enforce rules like 
multi-factor authentication to unlock 
your phone before you enter a certain 
part of the building. And for another 
part of the building, it may use what we 
refer to as express mode, for example, 
where it’s the simple tap on a locked 
screen, which could then prompt face 
ID. What's great about mobile is we put 
together a set of tools that our partners 
can go and innovate with and drive these 
great experiences.” 

There is also a case that can be made 
for leveraging the data the phone is pro- 
ducing to provide benefits in areas such 
as business intelligence, operational effi- 
ciencies and better overall management 
of facilities, personnel, and resources. 

“The companies that are really inno- 
vating in this space are the ones that are 
getting the traction,” says Hayes, noting 
that it goes beyond just effortlessly lock- 
ing and unlocking a door. “They may 
want to turn it into a tenant experience 
in one setting or create a visitor-type 
Disney experience in another building, 
or make sure that a building is super 
smart, efficient and valuable to the own- 
er and those who are occupying it so 
that it turns into a higher net operating 
income for the building owner” 

In the real estate and multifamily 
worlds, this translates into higher reten- 
tion rates, higher leases, and a better 
overall experience for owners and ten- 
ants, he adds. 
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Digital Natives 

and Interoperability 

Another factor that is driving increased 
adoption of mobile solutions is the 
changing workforce, with Gen Z start- 
ing to replace millennials as the big 
decision makers. 

“Gen Z is going to be 27% of the 
workforce by next year and these are 
the folks that are digital natives,” Hayes 
explains. “We're not talking millennials 
anymore - we're talking digital natives, 
and there’s a certain increased demand 
now for a mobile-first approach to 
things. There's also a heightened expec- 
tation around ‘doing good, which is 
where the sustainability piece comes 
into play as that continues to rank high 
in our survey.” 

The interoperability piece may be 
the one that really pushes increased 
adoption, especially with continued 
widespread support of Matter (former- 
ly the Consumer Standard Alliance), 
a new standard for interoperability 
that the industry is getting behind, notes 
Hayes. 

“It’s something that’s already hap- 
pened at home, and in the next few 
years we'll see the emergence of some 
of these standards in multifamily and 
SMB and then potentially in the enter- 
prise space,” he says. “And I think we'll 
also see others that were fearful of that 
change to mobile finally transition to 
mobile and be pushed because of the 
interoperability, or the promise of 
interoperability.” 

The aforementioned workforce 
change combined with progress in the 
areas of trust, consistency, and interop- 
erability, is going to create “a snowball 
effect around use cases and seamless 
experiences in the workplace, making 
sure that that workplace is as efficient 
as possible,” Hayes asserts. “And we in 
the access control space have the ability 
to influence that in a number of ways, 
because you're going through certain 
challenges from the front door, through 
the elevator, through the physical space 
each day. As we incrementally improve 
on that experience, I think that adop- 
tion will continue to accelerate there 
as well.” Ol

In the face of increased 
threats, an Austin, Texas, 
church steps up its security

n Sunday, Feb. 11, 2024, an active shooter entered 
Lakewood Church, Joel Osteen’s megachurch in 
Houston, Texas. The shooter, Genesse Ivonne More- 
no, wounded one man before two off-duty officers 
killed her. Additionally, Moreno walked into the 
church with her 7-year-old son, who was shot in 
the head and critically injured. 

This was not the first time there had been an act 
of violence at a place of worship in Texas. In 2019, 
two people were killed by a man with a shotgun 
at West Freeway Church of Christ in White Set- 
tlement. The man was then killed by two church 
security team volunteers. In 2017, the nation’s dead- 
liest church shooting occurred at the First Baptist 
Church in Sutherland Springs, when 26 people 
(including eight children) died and another 20 
were wounded.

Just as the Robb Elementary School shooting in 
Uvalde, Texas, which happened in 2022, led to an 
increase in school security, February’s megachurch 
shooting has led to more churches wanting to incor- 
porate added safety features. 

Two weeks after the shooting in Houston, 
Cothron’s Security Professionals was called into a 
new church outside of Austin, Texas, to complete 
two particular projects. 

The church actually holds its services in a multi- 
use building’s event space, and the first task was to 
add exit alarms on doors in the “sanctuary” that 
leads into a storage hallway. Since the building 
is home to more than a dozen different tenants, 
areas like this are shared and used for storage. The 
church wanted to make it clear which doorway 
should be used for entering and exiting services.

If someone were to try and come in 
through the hallway, an alarm would 
sound. For this application, the Detex 
EAX-500 exit alarm was utilized because 
of its reliability, extensive mortise cylin- 
der compatibility, and ease of use. 


A Solution for Aluminum/ 
Glass Double Doors 
A more involved job came next: install- 
ing an Adams Rite MS1850S swing bolt 
with a 4016 header bolt add-on on two 
double-door aluminum/glass openings 
that were previously devoid of any lock- 
ing hardware. With this combination of 
hardware, both doors in each opening 
can be secured simultaneously with a 
single turn of a key or interior thumbtu- 
rn. When locked, the header bolt forces 
the active door to become stationary 
while the nearly three-inch swing bolt 
projects into the strike cutout on the 
inactive door. This locking system pro- 
vides an elegant, easy-to-use method of 
quickly securing a double-door opening. 
For a fresh installation of commercial 
locking hardware, step one is choos- 
ing an installation height that will fall

within Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) guidelines. After marking this 
height, a Cothron’s technician removed 
existing straight pulls from the door 
and mounted Cothron’s Aluminum 
Glass Mortise Lock Installation Jig to 
the door with two #8 flat self-tapping 
screws. This jig is designed in such a 
way that its mounting holes perfect- 
ly align with the Adams Rite 91-0965 
universal mounting tabs, used later in 
the installation to secure the lock body 
in the stile of the door. With the jig 
properly fastened, half-inch holes were 
drilled into the center of each space so 
that a router could be used to create 
factory-like prep for the lock body, 
faceplate, and cylinder holes. 

The next step was mounting the lock 
body. The holes left by the fasteners 
used to mount the jig could then be 
modified to accept the fasteners pro- 
vided with the mounting tab kit. The 
technician drilled through the exist- 
ing holes with a 3/16” drill bit, then 
countersunk these holes to ensure the 
mounting screws would be flush with 
the edge of the door once installed.

NOTE: When adding a header bolt 
to this installation, the 12-24 mounting 
screws supplied with the 91-065 kit were 
long enough to prevent the upper arm of 
the header bolt assembly from situating 
properly inside of the locking stile. The 
mounting screw for the top tab had to be 
shortened for the installation to proceed. 

The technician positioned and fasten 
ed the lock body within the stile. Next, 
the header bolt and upper arm assembly 
were installed. After carefully lowering 
the bolt assembly into the stile from the 
top of the door, the tech adjusted its total 
length so that it would sit flush with the 
top edge of the door in the unlocked posi- 
tion. Then the packaged attachment pin 
was used to affix the header bolt assembly 
to the swing bolt body, and the bolt guide 
was installed 1/4-inch below the top edge 
of the door in line with the backset of the 
lock body; mounting screws for the bolt 
guide were countersunk on the interior 
face of the door. 

With all locking hardware installed, 
the technician installed the thumbturn 
and exterior cylinder, along with cylinder 
guards, to improve the look and security

of both. The final step was to create the 
prep in the header and inactive door to 
accept both the swing bolt and header 
bolt. For the header bolt, the tech applied 
a dab of synthetic grease to the top of the 
header bolt, then proceeded to actuate the 
lock mechanism through multiple cycles

with the door in the closed position. This 
created a distinct mark, which was then 
drilled out to accept the header bolt. 
With the swing bolt in the unlocked 
position, the technician marked the top 
and bottom of the swing bolt (plus an 
additional 1/16”) on the active door

then transferred this to the inactive door 
using a combination square. The strike 
cutout width was defined with a simple 
measurement of the swing bolt itself. 
Centered on the edge of the inactive door, 
the tech marked the height and width of 
the strike cutout in pencil, then utilized 
a dremel, jigsaw, and metal file to cut 
and finish this prep. Before the function 
testing, the straight pulls that had been 
removed from the door were reinstalled. 
These installations are just two examples 
of what the industry is seeing, as church- 
es and synagogues are looking to make 
properties more secure. Hopefully, with 
these additional safety features, security 
professionals can continue to help keep 
their communities safe. ff

biometric is a measurable biological (anatomical and 
physiological) and behavioral characteristic that can 
be used for automated recognition. Ony recently 
have we developed the technology to effectively 
capture human traits, and science to digitally store 
and manipulate it, and biometrics are still evolving. 

Although automated biometric systems have 
only existed for a few decades, they are based on 
ideas that go way back. In the mid-1800s, the rapid 
urbanization of the industrial revolution increased 
the need for formal methods of identifying people, 
creating a boom in biometrics. 

Today, biometrics are employed in law enforce- 
ment, commercial applications, migration control, 
civil identification, healthcare, and more. 
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Timeline 

¢ In 1892, Sir Francis Galton developed the first 
fingerprint classification system. 

e In 1903, New York state prisons began using 
fingerprints. 

e In 1960, face recognition first became 
semi-automated. 

e In 1969, the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion (FBI) sought to automate fingerprint 
recognition. 

¢ In 1994, the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service developed IDENT as a law enforcement 
tool for U.S. Border Patrol. By 1999, IDENT 
contained 1.8 million biometric identities. 

¢ In 1999, a review of IDENT called for the integra- 
tion of IDENT with the FBI’s fingerprint database. 

e In 2011, the U.S. Department of Defense and 
the U.S. Department of Homeland Security 
signed a Memorandum of Understanding that 
provided the policy framework for interopera- 
bility between the DoD’s Automated Biometric 
Identification System (ABIS) and IDENT. 
Although the mechanical lock and electronic 

access control were the only tools available to the 
security industry for decades, biometrics has put 
the art of identifying individuals into hyperdrive 
and made it a practical science available to a wider 
segment of the security industry and end-users 
than ever before, or even dreamed possible. 

The security industry was previously built upon 
easily copied and hacked mechanical keys, and 
PIN systems that suffered high failure rates. The 
expense and the shortcomings were rationalized as 
“better than nothing at all” or “the best solutions 
that technology could deliver” 

That situation changed over a very short period 
of time, thanks to a number of factors: 

Risk Assessment: The realization that many 
situations posed risks, were hazardous but could 
rationally be addressed. 

Faster Computer Processing: Data processing 
and storage rapidly transitioned from analog to 
digital to microprocessing. This brought more 
processing power into smaller places, using less 
power and wired and wireless network protocols. 

Lower manufacturing costs: Savvy compa- 
nies realized the costs to manufacture were very 
affordable compared the high costs of litigation. 

Touchless technologies: No longer is physically 
placing your finger on a screen required to operate 
newer biometric readers. 

Most Locksmith Ledger readers are involved 
in professional security, and therefore are keenly 
aware of the high level of technical sophistication 
security has achieved, with virtually no end in sight. 


What new technologies are out there, what's 
trending and where will the new frontiers propel 
us? The ubiquitous smart phone showcases so 
much security technology that would not have 
been considered possible a relatively short time 
ago, and displays the power of facial recognition, 
biometric fingerprint and mobile credentials. 


Biometric Identifiers 

There is a constantly growing list of identifiers 
used for user authentication. 

e Fingerprints 

¢ Facial 

° Voice 

e Iris 

e Palm of Hand or Finger Vein 

It’s essential that the identifiers can be obtained 
easily; the data can be measured, evaluated and 
catalogued and the resulting data can be trusted 
to be accurate. Only those traits which typically 
do not change in a person and do not need to be 
updated are used. 

Biological: Evaluate factors at the genetic or 
molecular level. Blood type and DNA are two 
typical biological biometric identifiers. This tech- 
nology is used for forensics at this time, but broad 
spectrum genetic scans may someday become as 
common as taking a pulse. 

Morphological: Body structure such as hand 
geometry, body height and weight, and facial fea- 
tures are evaluated. 

Behavioral: This might include a person's sig- 
nature, posture or speech patterns. 

When a biometric technology is selected for 
an application, ease of deployment, acceptance 
by end users and acceptable reliability rates all 
must be considered. 

Biometrics technology continues to gain favor 
as the obvious means to determine an individual's 
identity. While manual (an armed guard) recog- 
nition is the traditional solution, there are two 
drawbacks to this technique. First, it requires a 
person, and second, the normal process of visually 
identifying a person is not reliable since people 
can disguise their appearances. 


Access Control Applications 
The typical security pro will encounter frequent 
opportunities to offer biometrics for access control 
and time and attendance applications. You may 
want to supply biometric solutions as part of a 
new single-door or networked system or as an 
upgrade to an existing one.

satisfactorily authenticate a person in a growing 
set of situations. In fact, higher security applica- 
tions may require multi-factor authentication, 
using both a biometric identifier and a key, PIN 
or card credential. 

Biometrics as it applies to access control is the 
term used to describe the automated measurement 
and recognition of a characteristic of an individu- 
al’s anatomy (fingerprint, hand, retina, face), and 
testing this measurement either by comparing it 
against a database or comparing it to a template on 
a credential presented at the door control terminal. 

For example, some biometrics use a credential 
with the individual's biometric enrolled onto the 
credential. Cardholders may have to prove that 
they are the rightful possessor of the credential and 
also perhaps that the credential is authorized to 
use the controlled door. The entry control station 
may have a biometric scanner and the individual 
requesting to be admitted presents the biometric 
(for example finger, retina or hand) which is stored 
in the control station’s memory database to be 
tested for “credibility: 

For larger EAC systems, the door station may 
not contain any user data, but connects with the 
EAC centralized database to be tested. These pro- 
cesses and database distribution and processing 
are analogous to the traditional “valid user” cre- 
dential or memorized code transaction in tradi- 
tional non-biometric enabled EAC systems.

Photo 7 shows the top pivot, mounted 
into the ceiling, and photo 8 shows where 
the opening failed and the customer used 
some duct tape to put that Herculite-style 
locking mechanism back into place. 
Obviously, we're going to fix that. 

We'll start by removing the door, the 
duct tape and the locking mechanism, 
along with the cylinders. Have your 
associate stabilize the door for safety 
and make sure there are no onlookers 
around who could get injured.

When you pull the door down, you'll 
see an entrance to the side of the Hercu- 
lite-style lock. Take the two screws out. 
These are the mounting screws for the lock 
mechanism. You also have the set screws, 
the small black screws that have flat heads 
that align with the cylinders and hold the 
cylinders in place. (These are just like the 
set screws on a regular Adams Rite-style 
door, that would loosen up the cylinder.) 
You'll need to loosen those and pull the 
cylinders out with an Allen head wrench.

This lock was damaged and needed 
to be replaced. The new lock is keyed 
on the outside with a thumbturn on 
the inside. We also switched it over to 
interchangeable core so we don't have 
to do this again. 

Always leave the new unit a little bit 
loose so you've got some room to move 
things around and align the hole up with 
the thumbturn and the cylinder. Test the 
locks several times after you put them 
back in service.

Once that lock cylinder has been 
replaced or repaired, or the locking 
mechanism has been replaced and 
repaired, we begin reversing the pro- 
cess, standing the door back up into its 
natural position, We put the bottom stud 
on first and make sure it is fully seated 
and fully in place. Next, we lock it in 
place by clamping it onto that top pivot. 

Photo 17 is a closeup view of that 
mounting on the bottom bearing or 
bottom pivot and photo 18 shows what

NASTF recommends that participating locksmiths who do 
not have a VSP ID apply soon to avoid any potential business 
interruption. Approval can take up to two weeks.

Security market stays robust, as do industry’s challenges

hile a massive crowd perusing more than 700 booths 
at ISC West in April, executives at the Security 
Industry Association told industry media that mar- 
ket conditions remain strong in spite of economic 
and political uncertainty. 

SIA’ new Chairman, Scott Dunn, Senior Director 
of Business Development at Axis Communica- 
tions, and SIA Executive Committee member Mike 
Mathes, President of Global Growth at Convergint, 
discussed the organization’s most recent market 
index, the specter of artificial intelligence, recruit- 
ment efforts and more. 

The March-April Security Market Index dipped 
three points from two months earlier to 54, just 
below the 12-month average of 55. A reading over 
50 indicates growth in the security industry. 

SIA’s most recent barometer found 72% of 
respondents describe current business conditions 
in the security industry as “good” or “excellent” and 
28% alone said “excellent.” The results are below the 


numbers from January to February, when 84% of 
respondents reported positive conditions at their 
respective companies.

Roughly the same percentage were optimistic about 
their business outlook for the next few months and 
18% predicted the outlook would get much better. 

A joint report by SIA and ASIS evaluating the 
global security market valued the industry at $405 
billion. North America accounts for 30% of the 
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market, followed by Europe (22%), and China (20%) 
and other countries below that. 

The same report, released in March, explored 
at length the effect emerging technologies and 
outside threats are having on the industry. The 
authors lamented other sectors of the industry 
or even those outside the industry “doing things 
that integrators have traditionally done,” says 
Ron Hawkins, Director of Industry Relations at 
SIA. That group includes big tech, health telcos, 
IT-managed service providers and even larger 
end users bringing security in-house rather than 
working with outside integrators. 

The report suggests integrators evolve into man- 
aged service providers and take an RMR approach 
to their business, Hawkins says, rather than focusing 
on one-off installation projects and maintenance. 

Mathes says recruiting challenges are on the 
industry’s radar as well. Convergint recently made 
a large donation to SIA to sponsor additional train- 
ing for the industry, and the company is working 
in underserved communities at the high school 
level to bring workers into the industry and bolster 
Convergint’s internal efforts. 


Recruitment Issues 

Hawkins believes recruitment efforts must stretch 
outside the security industry to bring in more 
talent. “That’s certainly something that has been 
happening the other way with technology com- 
panies outside security recruiting from security, 
which obviously creates some difficulties for people 
in our industry,’ he says. 

About five years ago SIA worked on a career path- 
ways document with ASIS for security practitioners as 
well as integrators, says SLA CEO Don Erickson. He 
revealed that SIA will be reaching out to veterans in 
a new program later this spring to explain how they 
can join companies such as Axis or Convergint and 
what job roles may be available. 

SIA continues to invest in college and university 
outreach and offers a four-part security technology 
curriculum to community colleges. 

“We've had some conversations with companies 
this week who want to partner with us and with 
community colleges to implement that curriculum 
in the schools. That’s another way of addressing it;” 
Erickson says.

Pulse of the Industry 
Dunn and Mathes were asked to pro- 
vide their thoughts on the “pulse” of the 
industry and its high-level challenges, as 
well as the growth opportunities. 
While he walked the show floor at ISC 
West this year, Dunn says, the hot topics 
are about cybersecurity, the cloud and 
artificial intelligence, which weren't men- 
tioned much in the physical security busi- 
ness a decade ago. Most organizations are 
taking a more holistic approach involving 
the cyber and physical realms, and con- 
sumers of the technology and services “are 
becoming much more educated, he says. 
Mathes says the industry is facing a 
very dynamic problem reducing risk with 
adversaries that are constantly evolving. 
“So, the industry, as a whole, is always 
looking to leverage new technologies,’ 
whether it’s AI, the cloud or other tech- 
nology, Dunn says. “I think we continue 
to see the end user demand new and 
more advanced technologies for them to 
be able to respond to a dynamic threat 
that’s changing on a regular basis. So, we 
still see a very robust industry.” 


Security Megatrends 
Security megatrends were also the top- 
ic of the hour at ASSA ABLOY’s 18th 
annual Systems Integrator Breakfast at 
ISC West. A panel of industry veterans 
discussed “Navigating Megatrends for 
Sustainable Growth,’ a session dedicated 
to three forces shaping the future of the 
security industry: sustainability, cyber- 
security and artificial intelligence (AI). 
Hosting the event was Angelo Faenza, 
ASSA ABLOY Opening Solution’s Head 
of Digital Access Solutions. Some focus 
was given to sustainability, a topic of rising 
concern amidst the growing unrest around 


climate change, as well as cyber-physical 
hybridization. But AI won the lion’s share 
of discussion by a landslide. 


A Sustainable Approach 

The sustainable security movement was 
very politically charged in the beginning, 
but it wasn’t meant to stay that way, not- 
ed Faenza: “Now it’s about what’s good 
for your business.” 

Sustainable and efficient security 
technologies that reduce a company’s 
carbon footprint or energy consumption 
may simultaneously offer a competitive 
advantage. 

Panelist Peter Boriskin, Chief Tech- 
nology Officer for the Americas at ASSA 
ABLOY, began his talk with the wish 
that security professionals think about 
emerging security trends in terms of 
strengths, weaknesses and opportunities. 
He outlined a roadmap for symbiosis 
and collaboration. 

“The perception is that sustainability 
and security are at odds, and that is not 
necessarily the case; Boriskin said. 

Wireless access control systems, for 
example, are simultaneously secure, 
minimally invasive, easy to manage and 
highly power efficient -- meaning smart 
buildings don't have to sacrifice efficien- 
cy and efficacy to reduce environmental 
impact, he says. Those traits may also be 
highly attractive to clients. 

“People dont think about the non-secu- 
rity benefits of security practices,’ he says. 

Pivoting again to an opportunistic 
focus, Boriskin elaborated on his “securi- 
ty with a capital S” approach to innovate 
holistic security solutions. “As we think 
about integrated approaches, we have an 
opportunity to create converged security 
services for customers,’ he notes. 


An Expanding Cyber Perimeter 
The businesses of today must maintain a 
robust cybersecurity posture as attacks 
increase in both scale and sophistication. 

The mass connection of once-ev- 
eryday devices to the internet has 
opened the floodgates for threat actors 
to infiltrate systems using somewhat 
unorthodox methods. According to 
Chris Warner, panelist and GuidePoint 
Security’s Senior Security Consultant, 
OT Security GRC, over two thirds of 
operational technology (OT) systems 
are connected to the internet, creating 
a huge attack vector. 

This hybridization of physical and 
cybersecurity has long been on the hori- 
zon, and efforts to more closely integrate 
the two have been slowly gaining trac- 
tion in recent years. But the merge has 
not been seamless. A wealth of outdated 
technology hampers teams attempting 
to make the change, Warner says, with 
legacy systems causing a significant drag 
on traffic. 

“The right side isn’t talking to the left 
side,” Warner commented. “Physical and 
cybersecurity have to work together” 

As physical security systems move 
online in droves, particularly to the 
cloud, an emergence of hybrid security 
threats threaten organizations. 

According to Warner, recent attacks 
in certain sectors, including critical 
infrastructure and healthcare, have 
aspects of both physical and cyberat- 
tacks. Cyber-secure server rooms may 
still be prone to physical breaches, and 
physical security systems dependent on 
an internet connection can be hacked or 
shut off remotely. 

The panelists urged optimism in the 
face of these new hybridized threats. 
Boriskin pointed to the wealth of expe- 
rience physical security professionals can 
bring to solving 21st century problems. 

“Existing sensors working in concert 
between the two disciplines can create 
holistic solutions,” said Boriskin. “A lot 
of our issues are just new versions of old 
problems, and we have a lot of solutions 
that we can bring to bear”

Commercial Lock Solutions: 
Three Scenarios 


Selling the “right” hardware for a commercial or institutional 
job is dependent first and foremost upon meeting applicable 
Life Safety and building codes. If doors open to the public, they 
are generally considered the path of egress and must accommo- 
date egress without prior knowledge. They also must meet ADA 
requirements. If the opening is fire rated, additional restrictions 
apply. After all code requirements are understood, we can then 
begin to think about and discuss what the owner/end-user wants 
to do with the door. 


Scenario 1: Non Fire-Rated Opening: A non-fire rated opening 
was chosen as our first scenario because it is the least complicated 
installation. A single pair of double inswinging doors provides 
access to a storage room that is not available to the public. These 
doors open to a standard sized storage room that meets local and 
state building and fire codes. Be aware that local codes, which may 
vary by location, may determine space size. 


Scenario 2: Fire Rated Opening: The pair of outswinging doors 
in this office building is fire rated. For this installation, new hol- 
low metal, 3-hour fire rated doors were purchased and installed. 
For this interior application, 18 gauge doors were ordered. The 
occupancy load, more than 50 persons, requires exit devices as 
the lock mechanism. Fire doors are required to be self closing 
and positive latching. The doors were ordered with exit device 
and door closer reinforcement. 


Scenario 3: Grade 1, Non-Fire Rated: The pair of outswinging 
doors in this office building is not fire rated. The door can be 
hollow metal or wood. Even though the opening is not fire rated, 
the door hardware must be Grade 1. For this application, the oc- 
cupant load is 50 or less, which permits the use of a mortise lock. 
If the occupancy load was more than 50, the locking mechanism 
must be exit devices. If the occupancy load is more than 15 and 
less than 50, both doors must be active, which means each door 
must have an operable locking mechanism and a fixed position 
strike plate. If the occupancy load is 15 or less, there can be one 
active and one inactive door. The inactive door can be equipped 
with the strike plate.
